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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Quesnel(6, 137,989). The patent to Quesnel teaches the system and method for correctly 
matching images to the skew of sheets transported through a paper path of a printer as claimed 
including a pair of registration skew sensors 122 adapted to generate signals representative of 
skew of a sheet passing thereunder, a controller 29 adapted to receive the signal from the pair of 
sensors 122 and to generate a corrective print signal as a function thereof so as to cause a 
corrected image to be placed onto a photoconductive surface 12 that matches the skewed image 
signals received from the pair of sensors 122 and to transfer the corrected image on the 
photoconductive surface 12 to the sheet 48 in proper registration on the sheet. See Figs. 1-3, 
column 2, line 62 through column 3, line 21, and column 5, line 50 through column 6, line 39 in 
Quesnel for details. With respect to claims 2, 6 and 11, sensors 122 of Quesnel are pre-transfer 
skew sensors as recited since they detect the position of the sheet prior to the sheet being printed. 
With respect to claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 12 and 13, sensors 122 qualify as the post transfer skew sensors 
or duplex registration sensors in the double-side printing operation on the sheet.
